CHARLEVOIX — It’s 
never over until it’s over. 

And like the saying goes, 
so went the Boyne City vol- 
leyball team. The Lady 
Ramblers found them- 
selves down two sets to 
none to a tough Charlevoix 
Lady Rayder team, and ina 
setting much like that of 
the 2012 district final, it 
was a “Déja vu” all over 
again for Boyne City. 

But, as they did one year 
ago, the Ramblers battled 
back to take the final three 
sets of the match and claim 
their second consecutive 
district crown, 21-25, 18-25, 
25-14, 25-19, 15-6 at 
Charlevoix High School on 
November 7. 

With the win, Boyne im- 
proved to 47-12 on the sea- 
son. 

“Tt was a very intense 
match as Charlevoix came 
out strong,” Boyne City 
veteran coach Casie Parker 
said. “We went down two 
games similar to last year 
and then came back. I was 
still pretty nervous, we 
came out strong in the 
third game and started hit- 
ting our spots on the serve 
and moving better defen- 
sively.” 

The first two games be- 
longed to the Lady Ray- 
ders. 

“We came out and played 
our system and most as- 
pects of the game felt posi- 
tive with our play,” Rayder 
coach Audra Randall said. 
“Before the fifth set started 
I tried to refocus with the 
girls that we did win the 
first two games and we 


were even at 2-2 in sets. 
With such intensity and en- 
ergy of the gymnasium it- 
self, which takes on an 
element in itself, the girls 
had a tough time refocus- 
ing and realizing this was a 
clean slate and it was (dis- 
trict title) still within their 
grasp.” 

The Ramblers switched 
up their strategy against 
the Rayders this time 
around after falling to 
Charlevoix in the Lake 
Michigan Conference vol- 
leyball tournament, less 
than two weeks ago. 

“Coming into the game, I 
made a big change in our 
lineup tonight to try and 
shut down Maddy Boss,” 
Coach Parker noted. “I 
moved my setter (Heather 
Nichols) away from Kylie 
Hicks, who she has played 
next to for four years so 
that I could put my six foot 
right side hitter (Ali John- 
son) against Boss for block- 
ing. Ali did a great 
blocking tonight. She had 
eight blocks on the right 
side.” 

In the end, it all seemed 
to work out for the Ram- 
blers. 

Boyne was led on the 
night by Hicks with 21 
kills, 21 digs, and 11 blocks, 
while Nichols added 18 digs 
and 36 assists. 

Paige Hornbeck chipped 
in with 25 digs, Erin Baker 
added 30 digs and Johnson 
also added eight kills. 

Nichols was perfect from 
the serve line. 

For the Rayders, Boss 
finished with 28 kills, eight

MARQUETTE —- The Boyne City foot-

After a solid first half where both 
teams took turns giving the other their 
best shot, the Miners took advantage of 
three second half Rambler turnovers to 


outscore Boyne 30-18. 


Boyne City which received the open- 
ing kickoff in the second half, and one 
play later, fumbled the ball deep in Ne- 
gaunee territory where the Miners re- 
covered and punched it in for a score, 
making a close 12-6 contest now 20-6, 
less than 20 seconds into the third quar- 


ter. 


Negaunee would then capitalize on 
the Ramblers next possession as well as 
Boyne looked to be moving the ball 
downfield with runs of 2, 6, 10 and 5 
yards, only to have their next run fum- 
bled and recovered by Negaunee with 
just about 10 minutes left in the quarter. 


The Miners would add two more

play.
